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WAR NEWS. 


UNSUCCESSFUL ASSAULT AT MAFEKING. 


The Bocrs get the Worst-of it. Kruger’s 
Grandson and 90 Men Capturei by the 
Defenders and Fifty Boers Reported 
Eilled. Enemy in Force 30 miles North 
of Kroenstadt. Buller Advancing withont 
Opposition. 


Winnipeg, May 17th. 

All reports agree thsi about 7,000 
of the enemy passed north out of 
Natal on May 14th and 15th. : 

Volk’s Rust, May i6th: The feder- 
als have abandoned the Biggersberg 
range and it is believed they also 
abandoned New Castle this morning, 
though their mounted men are still! on 
the other side of the border, keeping 
the British at bay. 

Thaba Nebu, May 15th: The Briiish 
force advanced this morning twenty 
miles to the northeast and took pos- 
session of Maquathing’s Nek, Prison- 
ers are taken daily. 

London, May 17th: In the commit- 
tee rooms of the House of Commons 
morning, Sir James Kitson, iiberal, an- 
nounced that Mafeking had been re- 
lieved. The war o‘fice was unable to 
confirm the annonncement 

A despatch from Lorenzo Marquey, 
dated to-day says that Commandant. 
Eloff, (a grandson of President Krug- 
er) with a patrol, antered Mafeking. 
Col. Baden-Powell opened fire on the 
burghers killing seventeen o? ith@m 
and takinz Eloff and 90 of his men 
prisoners. 

New York, May 17: James J. Cor- 
bett says that he seriously intends to 
run for congress in the twelfth ‘dis- 
trigt. The friends of the pugilist ask 
for his nomination, and promilse» Go 
send him to Washington with 4. 
rousing majority. 

; Pretoria, Tuesday, May 15: An of- 
ficial bulletin announces that the fed- 
eral troops stormed aud occupied the 
forts around Mafeking on Saturday 
mooning. The same night the feder- 
als were surrounded and lost, so far as 
kpotvn, 7 killed and 17 wounded, and a 
number taken prisoners. It is report- 
ed that the advance guard of the force 
proceeding to the relief of Mafeking 
from the south was repulsed yester- 
day. i 

Winnipeg, May 18th, 

Skeleton messages from Ibrenzd 
Marques, based upon information that 
leazed out of the Pretorie war office, 
show that the Boer stormers of Mafe- 
king fell into a trap. Gal: Baden- 
Powell ‘permitted them to scize one 
fort and he then surrounded and over- 
(powered them before the large forces 
near at hand perceived the strategem. 
It was thus that Saril Ejoff, President 
Kruger’s grandson, and part qi his 
commando were taken, and 50 Boers 
killed. 


Gen. French, scouting northward, 


found the Boers ip strong forca at 
Rhenoster Spruit, 30 milda from 
Kroonstad. Generals Kotha, Delarey 


and Olivier, with artillery, were hold- 
ing the position. President Steyn, ac- 
cording to one despatch, has gone to 
Pretoria; another says he is a fugitive 
at Lindley. The Free Staters are sur- 
rendering on all sides. 

Gen. Buller is (pushing astmight 
abead without opposition. . He has only 
lost five wounded during the move- 
ment, Apparently he is aiming at 
Laing’s Nek, which is the direct road 
to the Transvaal though ke psy di- 
verge to Botha’s Pass. 

Gen. Hunter’s movements in the 
western Transvaai are rather puzzling. 
He has returned tc Fourteen Streams 
with one brigade, leaving another, 
Gen. Barton’s at Christiana. Lord 
Methuen is said to be advancing along 
the south bank of the Vaal. Co!. Keke- 
wich is with him. The loop railway 
line across the Vaal is fast nearing 
tompletion. The probability is that 
Gen. Hutton took back a brigade to 
Fourteen Streams owing to the scar- 
city of transport. Gen. Rundle has 
captured 10,000 bags of corn. He is 
marching slowly through a_ district 
which is described as literally “alive 
with cattle, sheep and horses.’’,

EDMONTON BULLETIN, MAY 18TH, 
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THE DIBBLE RAILWAY SURVEY. 
Provisions were made in the sessions 
liament of 1598 and 1899 for con- 
ay to the 


of par 
ducting surveys for a railw 
Yukon district from a point on “an 
existing railway, and also from» an 
ceean port.”. In the annual report of 
the department of railways and capals 
is given the following regort of the 
inland survey made by C. F. K. Dobble, 
last season. 

“The most northerly point ob an ex- 
isting railway system is Edmonton{ che 
present terminus of the Calgary & 
Edmonton railway (leased to the Cana- 
dian Pacitic Raiiway Company), at a 
distance o7 192 miles north of Calgary 
on the Canadian Pacific Railway main 
line. This place was accordingly 
adopted as the objective point from 
which the projected line shouid start, 
nnd here two of the expeditions were 
organized. 

“The point of commencement of act- 
unl survey, however, must be regard- 
ed as in the neighborhood of the easi- 
ern boundary of British Columbia, a 
distance of about 500 miles from Ed- 
monton by the existing trail via the 
Lesser Slave lake, to the Peace River 
and thence following the course of that 
river. The intervening country is 
known, and is understood to present 
no serious obstacles tu railway con- 
pibruction. 

“Starting from a point about nine 
riiles east. of the said boundary, a pos~ 
cible location has been found, which 
piarcticaliy runs in a westerly direc- 
tion along the southerly side of ‘the 
Peake river for a distance cf about 199 
miles to tne junction of the rivers 
Parsnip on the south, and Vinley on 
the north, this junction of waters 
forming the Peace river. In this 
{distance there occurs a stretch or 
abbut ten miles, where the waters of 
the Peafe lie in a canon the walls of 
which are about. 400 feet high, pierced 
by numerous gullies or creeks which 
would require to be bridged. At the 
junction, it is necessary either AO 
cross the Parsnip, which would be ‘e:- 
fected by a bridgeaata point about two 
miles above the junction, the length 
of which would be 950 feet, "with a 
height of about 32 feet above. low wat- 
er (a work for which the bed of the 
river, composed of ‘very! (compact 
gravel, would offer good foundatidn) 
or by a bridge, below the junction, at 


Finlay rapids, where the bed a@@ ‘the 
river, the Peace, is rock. This cross- 
ing would, however, necessitiatt{ the 


bridging, also of the Finlay, which is 
about the same widith as the Parsnip. 
Dhe work to be executed comprises 
135 miles of light, 46 miles! of medium, 
and 20 miles of heavy construction. 

“The estimated cost of this 201 miles, 
up to and including the crossing ‘of 
the Parsnip, is at the average rate 
of $19.721.47 per mile, or a total of 
#3,964,016.€8, including 16 bridges, 
varying in length from 25 to 950 feet. 
This estimate is based on prices for 
similar work in Eastern Canaday to 
which, must, therefore, be added the 
cost of transport of laborers, plant 
and materiai, and whatever difference 
there may be in rate of wages. Good 
sandstone for masonry work is abund- 
«nt but back and white spruce. which 
is p'enotiful, would be the only timber 
available. 
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“From the junction of the rivers 
Parsnip and Fin'ay the line for some 
25 miles crosses the wide valley lying 
between Lhe Rocky Mountains and the 
Cariboo range. It follows the’ west 
bank of the Finlay 16 miles to the 
mouth of the Omenica, thence along 
the south bank of the latter’ 9 miles to 
the west border of the above mention- 
ed valiey. From this point it contin- 
ues westward, following the Omenica 
to the mouth of tie Osilinea, thence 
along this river to its headwaters, a 
distance of 906 miles from the Parsnip. 
These 90 miles are estimatdq ‘to cost 
$15.609 per mile, including ‘steell 
bridges, or a tutai of $1,404,006. 

“From this 90th mile a line wiil 
need to be obtained via Sestoot lake 
and river—(passing a few miles north 
of Fort Connolly)—to tha junptich 
of the Sestoot with the main Skeena 
river, At this point the railway! would 
probably turn to the north, followin: 
the valiey of the Skeena, but the sea- 
eon was too far advanced to admit of 
full exploration; from information ob- 
tained, however, there does not appear 
to be any serious obstacle to construc~ 
tion. From a point 28 miles lower 
down on the majin river Skeena, an ex- 
ploring party travelled about 53 miles 
in a northerly direction and up (the 
valley of the Nass, to a point where 
the main waters of the Skeena were 
mpt. Here is a union of two paralle? 
valleys formed by a high hilly range 
muuning fer a distance of about 45 
miies, northwest, in both of which are 
the summit waters of the Skeenal 
flowing north. Either would appear 
tol Ofer a feasible route for a railway’.

From this point of junction for a dis- 
tance of about 130 miles down the Stik- 
ine, there appear to be no features of 
difficulty, considering ithe, country 
dinaversed; but as the descent of ‘the 
river continues, its en pass thro- 

. evere and extensive a canon 
rn Seer Great Canon of the Stik- 
ine—thait it was considered advisable 
to ascertain whether a less diffieult 
route could not be found. 

“From information gained from var- 
ious competent and reliable sources 
it appeared likely that by leaving the 
Stikine valley and following a north- 
westerly course to Dease lake, not only 
would a betier location be discovered, 
but that from Dease lake a pompara- 
tively easy route could be followed to 
the head of Teslin lake, along an exist- 
ing trail between the two lakes, which 
«vould, approximately, be the  sxfoute 
adopted, and which had been traversed 
by prospectors the previous winter in 
seven days. From Teslin, the giver 
vavigation to Dawson is, off course, 
that at present followed. 

“Exploration was accordingly \«wr- 
ried on with the view to a railway 
location to Dease lake in the aurifer- 
ous Cassiar district , and the results 
show that a practical route can ‘be 
obtained from a point (Beaver Creek) 
above the Great Canon of the Stikine 
to that Jake, about 59 miles, with but a 
limited amount of heavy work. An 
estimate of the cost of the last 111 
miles, comprised in 52 miles down the 
Stikine valley to Beaver Creek, and the 
59 miles from that creek to Dease lake 
has been furnished, based on prices in 
Eastern Canada (to which has, there- 
fore, to be added the cost of labor, 
transport, supplies and whatever 
difference there may be in wages) as 
follows: 74 miles cof light work at an 
average cost of $14,00@ per mile; 32 
miles at $23,000. aud 5 miles at $35,- 
000, which together with provision for 
bridges. $75,000, aggregates the sum 
of $2,022,000 as the estimated cost of 
this section. 

“Should the line indicated above be 
followed, the approximate distance 
from the easterly boundary of British 
Columbia to the southerly; end of Dease 
iake would be 646 miles, and a further 
distance of 136 miles wouid bring the 
railway to the head of Lake Teslin, 
making a total of 762 miles tio the 
navigable waters of the Yukon dis- 
trict. From Edmonton to the bound- 
ary tire approximate distanite2 would 
be 500 miles, inaking the total approxi- 
mate distance from an existing rail- 
way system to the head of Lake Teslin 
1,282 miles. Of this distance much re- 
mains necessarily undetermined; con- 
necting links of surveys have to be 
made; alternative routes on certajn 
partions have to be carefully consider- 
ed; aud possible improvements may be 
‘ound hereafter py which the location, 
sven where now regarded as clearly 
ilefined,may be modified to advantage. 
Still a good deai of valuable informa- 
tion has been obtained, and the feasi- 
bility of «onstructing the railway 
without inordinate cost has been de- 
monstrated. It appears, however, 
highly probable that a very. much! 
horter line of no difficult character 
‘an be obtained from the head waters 
of the Stikine to Dease lake by follow- 
ing down the ryalley of the river Ciap- 
pan (or third south fork of the Siikine) 
ind crosssing the main Stikine above 
the Grand Canon."

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WANTED ; A RAILWAY. 

The following statement of the rail- 
way situation in Western Canada is 
addressed by a number of the business 
men in the districts affected to the 
parliament of Canada, provincial leg- 
is!ature o* Manitoba, the Northwest 
iegislative assembly, the officiala of 
the different railway companies sit- 
mated in Winnipeg, and all others 
whom it may concern: t 

The purpose of this document is to 
more emphatically and vividly draw 
attention to (he extreme urgency of 
better and easier transportation fac- 
i!ities for the large and well settled 
tract of territory extending; from 
Parkissimo (the Western terminus of 
the North-West Central Ry.) on the 
Assiniboia in the Western part of 
Manitoba, up through the Northwest 
Territory by Dougola, Cut Arm Creek 
Pheasant Hills, Belcarres and West- 
ward towards Saskatoon and Edmon- 
ton. ‘ ' 

The eastern portion of this district 
is traversed by the old Canadian Paci- 
fic railway survey and is now cover- 
ed by the North-West Central char- 
ter. 


In consequence of the splendid agri- 
eultural resources of this vast country 
and the Jong ago enticing prospects 
of rainway extension, setilement has 
advanced rapidiy, including many 
foreign colonies north of Whitewoud 
and Grenfell. 

A gtaitistical statement showing 
forth the products, advancement,set- 
tlement, &c. has been furnished each 
representative body to whom this is 
addressed, from which the following 
facts and conclusions are deducible :— 


That some cf the old settlers have 
been here 18 years this coming spring 
undergoing hardships that only those 
gimiiarly situated can fully realize. 

That we have been braving it out 
from ‘year to year in the hope that the 
near ju‘ure might held sumething in 
the way of better railway accommo- 
dation for us. 

That our hopes thus far in this re- 
spect have proven bitter disappoint- 
ments. ae 

That many farmers throughout this 
district have an average of at least 
5,000 busheis of wheat to raarket (see 
names already forwarded) each year, 
and taking the average distanas to 
‘marke* at twenty miles and the aver- 


fge load 59 bushels, this would total 
the enormous aggregate miieage for 


one such farmer to travel in one year, 
to market his 5,000 bushels, up’ to: 4,000 
mniles. 

That at this rate we wouid individ- 
uaily travel round the earth ir a‘littie 
over ©ix years, or the aggregate mile- 
age of six-and-half of us wouid girdle 
the globe in one year. aye 

That notwithstanding this enor- 
mous drain on our resources we are 
prospering fairly well, shows’ the 

splendid naimral advantages of the 
country and the inducement, as a pro- 
fitable investment, to immediate rail- 
way extension. 

That when we consider the multi- 
tude of expenses that marketing pro- 
Kime, a distance of 20, 30 and 40 miles 
entails, such as wages, keep of men 
and horses, wear and tear of equip- 
ment, cash outlay, to say nothing of 
the privations to be undergone during 
the starlight excursions to and from 
mbrket in. a rigid;climate such as this; 
the marvel is, that we have anything 
at all left in our pocket asa result 
oc the season’s operations. 


That while it is the naturai order of 
things that all new countries should 
have to undergo certain’ hardships, 
more or less incidental to pioneer life, 
it is just as natura! that we should 
look forward to as speedy a termina- 
tion of such hardships as the circum- 
stances of the situation will permit, 

That in so far as we are capable of 
sizing up the present railway situa- 
tion in Western Canada, we fail to 
discern any immediate railway relief 
without some radical intervention on 
the part of the settlers themselves 
through thet: respective representa- 
tives. oO Be 

That we have come to this conclu- 
sion because : 

1. The Canadian Railway, 
by virtue of its charter privilezes, is 
at present master of the transporta- 
tion problein in Western Canada. 

2. The said C. P. Ry. has at'present 
all the freight it can handle toadvant- 
age, consequently it has no immediate 
interest in cpening up districts by the 
extension of branch lines, unless it be 
for the purpose of occupying the field 
to the exclafsion of a possible rival. 

8. We havo strikinz evidensa of 
Canadian Pacific branch extension for 
the before mentioned reason tn (the 
case of the Reston, Stonewall and 
McGregor and other recent  exten- 
sions. In each ani all of these instan- 
ces it was the Northern Pacific au-

to cover this ground, but were im- 
mediately sidetracked or paralleled by 
the C. P. Railway. : 

4. Becajuse also, we learn from! an 
authoritive source, that the Northern 
Pacific distinctly refuse to further ex- 
tend their system in Manitoba . (ex- 
cept a short spur nerth from thefPort- 
age), under existing circumstances, 
and that their future course will be 
largely determined by the attitude of 
the new provincial government of 
Manitoba towards them. And {fur- 
ther, during this interval of inactivity 
on the part of the Northern Pacificfihe 
C. P. Ry., true to their-historia (and 


perhaps natural) record, will doubt-— 


less likewise cease from their lakors 
towards branch extension. 
Consequently for the above and oth- 
er reasons we do not. look for the \im- 
mediate extension of the North-West 
Central from its present terminus near 
the Assiniboine, unless it is induced to 
do so, either by the individual or pol- 
lective efforts of the Northwest gov- 


ernment, the provincial government of |. 


Manitoba or the federal parliament cf 
Canada. rf 

Having given this important subject 
our most careful consideration and in 
view of the fact that the settlers from 
Portage la Prairie westward are 
agitating along the same lines, we 
would respectfully suggest the fol- 
lowing avenue of relief from our pres- 
ent most burdensome and: eompara- 
tively nou-progressive condition :— 

That the Manitoba government in 

pursuance of their announced policy 
oO: governmental ownership of  rail- 
Ways, in so far as practicable, pro- 
ceed forthwith to take up the North- 
ern Pacific Portage extenision and 
continue it to the western} boulndayry o}' 
the province, via Beulah or  there- 
abouts as a government road; and 
then, if it was not thought desirable 
to operate it as such it could be leas- 
ed to the Northern Pacific, or any 
other company that wished to make 
use of it. 

With this object lesson before the 
C. P. Ry. of the power of{the people to 
come ito their own relief, it ig scarcely 
conceivable that they (the C. P. Ry.) 
would further delay the westward ex- 
tension of the North-Wept Central ; 
lest the Northern Pacific should be 
further extended throughout the Ter- 
riteries at the instance of the North- 
west (in the event of a full provincial 
status being acquired) or federal gov- 
ernment acting under a similar, in- 
“piration from the people. 


We would respectfulli_ commend 
this document, not only to these’ to 
whom it is addressed, but also to the 
press and the intensely interested set- 
tlers of the Wesi. 


Ve have lived on anticipation for 
almost 18 years, and it is high time 
row that it speedily gave place to 
rea ization by immediate railway re- 
lief. We are convinced that this can 
oaly be accomplished by a ceaseless 
and vizorous agitation on the part of 


ine different localitias interested. 
We are not asking for favors, but 
inerely for tardy justice lon}z since 


cue, to some of the most liberal rev- 
enu? producers and active builders-up 
of this great Western Canada. 


WITH THE STRATHCONAS. 

In a letter to the Bulletin, W. A 
Lowry, of (the Strathcona Horse, 
gives some interesting information’ 
boncerning the trip to South Africa. 
The letter was written on the steamer 
Monterey on April 10th. The vessel 
wag then lying at anchor in Table Bay, 
{he troopis expecting to disembark the 
next day. The writer mention, the 
splendid treatment the troop received 
at every Canadian city they visited. 
The trip across the ocean occupied 24 
days, the weather being all that cowd 
be desired, not a storm occurring to 
break its pleasure. The -work' on 
board ship was hard, and the quarters 
were crowded beyond the point of com- 
fort, but the writer says: ‘‘We have 
rurvived and waxed fat.” The horses 


fared badly, 160 dying on the! trip. 
In explanation of this Mr. - ‘Lowry 
says’:* ‘This unfortunate state - of 


affains is mainly. due to the wretched 
accomodation for them. A _ bungling 
arrangement of the stalls and slings 
is accountable for the heavy. loss, to 
the greaitest extent.” The - preserve 


the horses which remained, required 
the utmost exertions of the men. A 


force of 120 men were on duty night 
and day, attending to them, working 
12 hour shifts. 

The Monterey did not call at the 
Cape Verde Islands, but passed them 
within plain sight. 

One eveniag during the last of 
Marrh a fire broke out in the cook’s 
alley. Mr. Lowry thus describes the 
ensuing scene. “It was a stern sit- 
uation for a short time. The alarm 
bugle rang out; the first intimation 
the troops had of it. Everyone was 
cool under the circumstances. The 
men fell into line on their regular par- 
ade decks and remained quiet,. while 
the crew put forth their efforts to get 
the fire, which was bursting out 
of the galley house clese to us, under 
control. The tension on our nerves for 
about 15 minutes was something that 
we would not care to go through 
again. Of course we did not know the 
extent of ihe danger till it was all 
over, but we were prepared for the 
worst. It turned out not so bad as 
it looked. It certainly would have 
been a serious matter if the fire had 
got down among the hay or _ the 
horses.” ¢ ;

year, and for the instructive sermon 
hse had de!ivered. 

The home mission committee's m- 
port was then handed in by the con- 
vener, the Rev. E. D. McLaren, and the 
synod adjourned at 4 o’cluck to meet 
afsain at 8 p..m. In the interval the 
members of synod availed themselves 
of a warm invitation to visit Judge 
and Mrs. Forin in their home, where 
a number of tho jomi congregation 
A pleasant and profit-

able hour was spent together. 


In the evening at 8 o'clock the syncd 
again convened at which the public 
were present. The first item of busi- 
ness was the consideration of the re- 
port of the committee on home mis- 
sicas. In the report it was shown tha; 
seventeen new mission fields had been 
taken up during the year making &5 
mission fields now existing in (the 


synod. Two fields had become  self- 
supporting and three had been raised 
to the augmented status. During the 


Fast year $18,372 had been spent in 
home mission work within the bounds 
of the synod. The work for this year 


will require $28,150, of which $4,650 


will be used for work inj the Yukon: 
The Rev. D. McG. Gaudier, of Ross- 
land, in seconding the adoption of the 
report, spoke interestingly of the 
good accomp ished by liome missions 


and upon their value to the individual. 
the church and the country. He call- 
ed attention to the fact that much 
money was needed to carry on the 
work, Seventy-seven new fields west 
of Lake Superior required $250 each. 
This year, the contribution of =Ahe 
British churches, amounting to $12- 
000 will be withheld, which now will 
be required to be made up in Canada. 
In all, the sum of $30,000 more will be 
needed for the ensuing year than ‘was 
given last year. 

Then followed remarks from repre- 
Sentotives of the different Presbyter- 
ies upor the century fund. It was ap- 
proximately slated that duringg ih: 
year Victoria would raise $9,500, West- 
minster $13,000, Kootenay $6,000, Kam- 
loops $3,000, Calgary $3,009, 
$5,000, about $40,000 in all. 

The Rev. John A. Logan, clerk of the 
Synod, presented an encouraging re- 
port on Sabbath schools, showirg that 
there were now i147 schoo)s, 875 teach- 
ers and officers and 7,509 scholars,- 
$506 had been collected for the century 
und. He called attention to the need 
of a better supervision of the schools 
and recommended the appointment of 
a Sabbath school missionary for the 
synod. , 

A resolution was passed recommend- 
ing to the general asse mbly that every 
etudent be required io give at least 
one year’s service in the mission field 
before license and ordination.

The report on foreign missions w as 
presented by the Rev. Dr. Campbell. 
He pointed out the good resulis 0; the 
‘work among the Indians on the west 
ecast of Vaneourer Island, also the ex- 
cellent showing of the industria} 
schools established among that people. 
He deplored, however, tia drinkinz 
hibit among the indians which was 
a source of great trouble in their mis- 
sign work among them.

Ottawa, May 10.—Reports are in circula 
tion here that an etfort will be made to re- 
vive the school question at the pending 
general election. It is said that the Cath 
Olics of Manitoba are far behind in funds 
for carrying on the work of the schools, and 
that subscription lists will be placed in 
every parish in Quebec to raise money to 

ay off arrears and carry on educational 

work, If this were done, it is thought by 
shrewd politicians that they would be 
very embarrassing. 


A statement of the revenue and expendi- 
ture of the Dominion tor ten months of the 
fiscal year ended June 20 la3t, appears in 
the Canada Gazette. The revence for this 
period was $40,880,220, an increase of 
$3,647,000, over the same period last -year. 
There was an increase in the ordinary ex- 
penditure of$810,000, which left a betterment 
of $2,857,000 on the consolida-ed fund when 
eompared with last year. There was for the 
ten months an expendiiure of $28,793,000, 
leaving a surplus of $12,086,347, but a num- 
ber of accounts are left over to the last of 
the fiscal year. However, if Mr. Fielding’s 
prediction of a surplus of $7,500,000 at the 
close of the fiscal year will be realized there 
will be sufficient revenue to meet all expen- 
ditures without adding one dollar te the 
public dekt. This has only been accom- 
plished twice since confedevaticen. Capital 
account for ten months was $6,717,153,or 
$628,000 less than for the same period last 
year. The revenue for last month was over 
$100,000 less than for April, 1899, due toa 
decrease in excise and miscellaneous.
